In Emerson’s ‘‘ Letters from the Aigean,”’ 
we find several particulars of the life of the cele- 
brated corsair, Crevelier, whose exploits were, 
for twenty. years, the terror of the Mediterra- 
nean, during the latter part of the seventeenth 
century. There is a savage grandeur in his 
story, which renders it interesting, ‘* He wase 
native of the South of France, and his youth, 
tll the age of five and twenty, had been spent 
in trading from Marseilles to the Morea, and 
the various ports on the coasts of Turkey. Here 
he had gained the most accurate information of 
the situation of the Greeks, and tho grinding op- 
pression of their Ottoman masters: he saw, too, 
their evident discontent and repinings, and the 
inability of the Turks to keep them in proper 
subjection, owing to the daring presence of the 
Knights of Malta, who had driven almost every 
Moslem from the Cyclades. Crevelier was a 
man of acute observation, and the most grasp- 
ing and restless ambition; the memory of the 
easy dominion obtained by Sanuto, and held by 
his descendants, was still fresh in the minds of 
the adventurers of Europe; and it was only a 
few years before that the Marquis de Flouri, a 
Marseillese, with a small force, had attempted 
the capture of Haxos, and was prerepins only 
by the presence of a fleet of the Venetians, who 
had made it an article of peace with the Porte 
that they should maintain a squadroo in the 
Zgean for the protection of the Turkish posses- 
sions. Crevelier, fired with the same object, 
employed his superior local information regard-

A motion was made inthe above cause, at the 
last term of . the said Court, before his Honour, 
Samuel R. Betts, District Judge, that the de- 
tendants, Samuel Slee and Juin 8. Frear, be 
discharged from the custedy of the Marshal of 
said District, on the ca sa issued in the said cause. 
The affidavits in the same set fourth the follow- 
ing facts—that im the year 1818, Slee and Frear 
became security to the United States that Na- 
than Myers should fanhfully execute the duties 
of collector of direct taxes; that Myers made de- 
fault, and in 1819 a suit was commenced against 
Myers, Slee and Frear, and a joint judgment 
recovered against them—that an execution was 
weued on the said judgment, against the bodies 
vf all the defendants, and they were all urresied 
and unprisoned thereon—that they all remained 
in the custudy of the Sheriff of Duchess county, 
unl 1824, when Nathan Myers appled to the 
Presdent fur his drmcharge, onder the act of 
1817, setting forth’in ap atbdavit his inab,lity to 
pay the jyudguent: whereupon, the Pro«deat 
ordered that the said Myers be discharyed from 
uiprisunment, Ou paying the fees of the officers 
of the court, and the judgment to remain good 
against Ins property. 

Upon there facts, the counsel for Slee and 
Freae moved that they be discharged fiom the 
said judgmeut, and from imprisonment on said 
ca. sa, ow the grounds that the judgment being 
@ Jot judgment, the discharge of one defendant 
was a satisfaction of the judgment and a dis- 
charge of the others. 2d, ‘ha. the discharge of 
the principal was a discharge of the sureties.

LATEST FROM RIO DE JANEIRO, 
By the sche, Henrietta, Charles P. Johnston 


master, in 42 days from Rio de Janeiro, the edi- 
tors of the Commercial Chronicle have received 
from their correspondents, papers, letiers and 
prices current to the 4th day of April. ‘they 
are also indebted 10 Capt. Johnston for a file of 
the * Journal de Commercio"’ to the 3d ult. and 
a shipping list and other memoranda to the day 
of bis sailing—alt of which will be found under 
appropriate heads. 

We learn by this arrival that the Cortes were 
extraordinarily called on the 2d April, on the sub- 
ject of the Ban, the administration of the af- 
fairs of which have been found very corrupt.— 
‘The government seems to be going to wreck in 
consequence of the great circulation of paper 
throughout Brazil. 

A rumour was in circulation that an insorrec- 
dion had broken out in the Northern provinces; 
all the national vessels in port were exped.tious- 
ly fitting out, their destination unknown. 

An arrival from Buenos Ayres to the 19th of 
March, had brought an account of the U.S. ship 
Hudson's boats having cut out, on the coast of 
Patagonia, the privateer Bolivar, and taken all 
the crew prisoners for acts of piracy. An expe- 
dition, consisting of a Jand and naval force, had 
departed from Buenos Ayres against the pro- 
vince of Santa Fe, which, with other provinces, 
had shown @ disposition to swerve from their al- 
legiance to Lavalle since the fate of Dorrego 
had been communicated to them. 

The day befure the Henrietta sailed it was ru- 
moured that a man had given h'mself up to the 
British admiral commanding on that station, who 
stated that he was one of the crew of a piratical 
vessel which took, after a hard-fought action, 
several months since, the British packet Red- 
pole, and that all the crew was then put to 
death. Several instances of piracies had re- 
cently occurred on the coast of Brazil. The 
U. S. frigate Guerriere, as will be perceived by 
our correspondent’s letter below, had arrived 
but in 45 days fim Norfolk; and her crew, to- 
gether witht we of the other U. S. vessels, 
we are happy @ hear, were in good healih—ex- 
cept that of the Hudson. On board of this ves- 
sel, we fegret to learn, th been sickness, 
but are not advised that f the cases have 
terminated fatally. ‘Uh, di is said tu be 
that of a typhus character. Intercourse with 
the shore was interdicted while the IH. remained 
at Montevideo.

There 13s scarcely any one thing which he has 
more need of hoiding in dread than vulgar rumor 
and newspaper pufls. Authors have generally 
so free access behind the scenes of the puffing 
corps, as to see to that matter for themselves, 
or, at worst, are prepared tu puff back again. 
Between the good will and the ignorance 
of an editor, he sometimes finds himself em 
paragrap'ed, without leave or license, in a 
style to make him well nigh envy a birth in the 
neighbouring column—amid its obituaries. He 
meet himself, perchance, with horror, 
seated check by jowl by the side of some one 
far his superior; from a comparison with whom 
he would have recoiled in dismay, or avoided by 
a pilgrimage to Mecca. By an undue elevation 
he is compelled to feel the severe censure of un- 
merited praise; or, perhaps, made to be unwit- 
tingly a thorn of jealousy and detraction in the 
side of his fellows; or, by being overlooked, 
the thorn may be in his own side.—It were an 
easy matter to produce curious specimens in this 
behalf, by filching scraps from the folio of some 
one of them—meant beyond a doubt, for any 
thing but a torture; often falling harmless every 
where bu. on the sensitive pride of the indivi- 
dual.—A fair sample is befure us ina notice, 
from one of the most respectable Boston prints, 
of Mr. H. Augur, @ sculptor already known to 
the public as having lately given flattering 
promises of excellence in the art, and now in- 
defatigably devoted to it at New Haven, Conn. 
—a specimen no less of the usual good intention 
of such notices, than of their incorrectness. 
The principal fault to be imputed to such things 
is, that an editor will sele't such themes for a 
fore-breakfast paragraph; and in his endeavor 
to gratify currente calamo, a careless reader, 
allow himself to take so little thought of the 
feelings of the one concerned,—lifting a man to 
public view by the hair, for no better reason 
than that he hed not leisure to get a better 
hold. Whether an artist’s productions are to be 
pronounced ‘specimens of industry,’ or ‘of ge- 
nius,’ it is very plain is the sole question which 
he puts at issue with the public in their exhibi- 
tion. Mr. A. has had whispered in his ear such 
testimony on thia point, as to put him above 
carping at such cecisions upon his merit. The 
object here is, to the tendency of such a method 
of publicly proving his title to it. To convince 
those who are at ail read in the history of won- 
der working empiricism, that any thing can

a plain elderly man, an ancient reader of 
the Leicester Herald, a paper which | pub- 
lished for some years in the halcyon days of 
my youth. Its reputation secured me many 
a hearty shake by the hand, accompanied by 
the watery eye of warm feeling, as [ passed 
through the midland counties. [ abandon- 
ed it in 1795 for the Monthly Magazine, and 
exchanged Leicester for London. This an- 
cient reader hearing that I was in Notting- 
ham, came tome with a certain paper in his 
hand, to call me to account for the weari- 
some hours which an article in it had cost 
him and his friends. 1 looked at it, and saw 
it headed “Dutch Mail,” and it professed to 
be a column of original Dutch, which this 
honest man had been labouring to translate. 
for he said he had not met with any other 
specimen of Dutch. ‘The sight of it brought 
the following circumstances to my recol- 
lection: —On the evening before one of the 
publications, my men anda boy were frolick- 
ing in the printing-office and they overturned 
two or three columns of the paper. ‘The 
chief point was to get ready in some way for 
the Nottingham and Derby coaches, which, 
at four in the morning, required 400 or 500 
papers. After every exertion we were short 
nearly a calumn, but there stood in the gal- 
lies a tempting column of pi. Now, unlet- 
tered reader, mark—pi is a jumble of odd 
letters, gathered from the floor, &c. of a 
printing office, but set on end in any man- 
ner, to distribute at leisure in their proper 
places. Some letters are topsy-turvy, often 
ten or twelve consonants together, and then 
as many vowels, with as whimsical a justa- 
position of stops. I suddenly bethought me 
that this might he called Dutch, and after 
writing a head “Dutch Maii,”’ I subjoined 
a statement, that, “just as our paper was 
going to press, the Dutch mail had arrived, 
but, that as we had not time to make a trans- 
lation, we had inserted its intelligence in the 
original.” I then overcame the scruples of 
my overseer, and the pi was made up to the 
extent wanted, and off it went as original 
Dutch into Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire ‘ 
In a few hours other matter, in plain English, 
supplied its place for our local publication. 
Of course all the linguists, schoolmasters, 
high-bred village politicians, and corres- 
pondents of the Ladies’ Diary, set their wits 
to work to translate my Dutch, and I once 
had a collection of letters containing specu- 
lations on the subject, or demanding a literal 
translation of that which appeared to be so 
intricate. How the Dutch could read it 
was incomprehensible. My Nottingham 
quidnunc was one of this number, and it ap- 
peared that, at times, for above four and 
thirty years, he had bestowed on it his anx- 
jous attentions. . I told him the story—and 
he left me, vowing that, as I had deceived 
him, he would never believe. any newspaper 
again!—Sir Richard Philip's Personal 
Tour.
